These churches give annually to missions near $65,- 
000.00 besides what they (give to colleges, orphanages, - 
ministerial education, pastoral support, etc. State 
Missions is foundatiori work, and he who helps State 
Missions, helps every good cause dear to the heart of 
our Lord. Missississippi Baptist State Missionaries 
have baptized 19,480 persons and labored in meetings 
where have been baptized by others, 27,884 persons. 
They h»ve thus been identified with the baptizing of 
47,364 persons. Mississippi Baptist State Mission- 
aries have organized hundreds of Sunday Schools. 
Mississippi State Missions maintains a Sunday School 
Missionary. Our State Missionaries are pledged to 
help in the building of houses of worship in the State 
to the amount of $8,000 this year. The census shows 
a population in the state of about 1,800,000; of this 


. number, a conservative estimate will show 360 000 
_ church members of ali denominations and God has 


given to the Baptists qver one-half of this religious 
census. I do not say this in a braggadocio spirit, but 


_ with a pyofound sense of the responsibility that is en- 
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tailed on us with reference to the 1,200,000 unevange- 
lized people of our state. The last decade belongs to 
that period of Mississippi history when more material 
“development was realized throughout the state than 
in any other like period and this is only a prophesy 
of what is before us for the next decade. With the 
opening up of the Panama Canal and new lines of rail- 
‘ road developing new territory for the business man 
in all departments of work, as also for the preacher, 
the spiritual development of Mississippi must keep 
pace with material prosperity and to do this requires 
an aggressive State Mission policy. To fail in this re- 
gard is to turn over evangelism to other people. In 
too many cases already have our Baptist interests 
_ Suffered by our inability to be first on the field. There 
are requests from many places to which we must 
turn a deaf ear for lack of funds. The Baard pleads 
for as liberal help in State Missions as our people 
with open hands bestow upon other objects that ap- 
peal for prayer and money. We ought to have %50,- 
000 where now we receive less than $30,000. A Uni- 
ted States Supreme Judge lately said that no higher 
type of patriotism can be displayed than that which 
supplies one’s own people with the gospel. In State 
issions, we are laborers together for more effective 
world-wide missions, for a truer patriotism, for a bet- 
ter citizenship, for a higher morality and for better 
homes. We are laborers together for our own, as our 
Lord “come unto his own,” so in this cause we come 
toourown. We = laborers together with God. 
Give and it shall be given.” “It is more bléssed to 
give than to receive.” “Faith without works is dead.” 
Help us with your money; help us with your prayers.

The influence of good literature on civilization is 
too great for us to. ovér-estimate. the importance of 
this phase of our work, . According to history, the 
success or failure of individuals and even nations has 
been attributed to the kind of literature read. 

The ideals of our state and church are being 
formed through some kind of reading matter. If we 
expect our boys and girls to make well rounded men 
and women, we must place literature of a high stan- 
dard in their reach. A large amount of the réading 
matter carried by our excellent mail facilities is of a 
low grade, such as story papers, daily and weekly pa- 
pers that carry a line-of advertisement that is detri- 
mental to those who are unfortunate enough to have 


~ access to this kind of literature. We should discour- 


age the reading of this kind of literature, and also we 
should make war against the Sunday papers Many 
houses are being filled with trashy literature. _ We 
should be very careful in selecting reading matter for 
our children and homes. The earliest impressions 
are those that’are most lasting, therefore we should 
select such as will cause the best results, that which 
is elevating in character and will lead our civilization 
to a higher plane of Christian citizenship. ‘So let us 
furnish our homes with high grade magazines and 
our denominational literature 

The Holy Bible, the Book of books, should be read 
and studied daily by every'Christian Our children 
should be taught to read the Bible early in life, that 
they may be led to know of its teachings and of 
Christ’s plan of christianizing the world. We recom- 
mend the Baptist, Record, Home Field, Orphanage 
Gem, Foreign Mission Journal and all the literature 
published by the Baptist Sunday School Board.

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( Prohibition 


The report on Prohibition was read by M.L Dew, 

Spoken to by M. L. Dew and adopted as follows: 

Your Committee on Temperance beg leave to re- 

port: | 

The last twelve months have witnessed a great 

movement in Mississippi along the lines of law en- 
forcement and increase of public sentiment’ toward 
eliminating intoxicating drinks in this state. . Within 
the last 22 months there have been 1117 convictions 
and punishments for the violation of the liquor laws 
in this state, through the work ef the Anti -Saloon 
League and its organization in ‘Mississippi. These 
convictions include 3 whiskey drummers, 9 newsboys 
taken off the trains and locked up in jail, 14 train por- 
ters, some express agents, some magistrates, town 
marshals and deputy sheriffs who were conniving and 
grafting. The state having been divided “by the 
liquor men into 7 districts, it became *necessary for 
the League to break up this taking orders for liquor 
by commissioned agents. This has been done to a 
considerable extent. Since we last met in body, 
Vicksburg, Jackson, Clarksdale, Friars Point and oth- 
€r points that showed a stubborn fight, have been 
made practically clean and clear of whiskey selling 
and the State is to-day under fairly good control so 
far as whiskey selling is concerned. This lawless 
character of whites and blacks have been kept so on 
the jump (especially jumping in and out of jail) that 
they have found it an unprofitable business. In 191] 
the revenue reporis show that about eight million 
dollars worth of liquor were shipped into Mississippi 
in one year. This has been reduced fully 65 per cent 
within these two’ years, 

It is reported that betWeen three and four million 
pages of literature have been sent by ihe League alone 
within the past 22 months, and it is still going out. 


Circunt judges report that grand juries indict and 
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petit juries convict now.who would not do so-two 
years ago. Indeed the lawlessness of liquor selling 
has been brought into disrepute in the minds of even 
drinking mef¥ so that the sentiment of Mississippi is 
now thoroughly aroused. We rejoice in the prospect 
of a national campaign against combined liquor traf- 
fic being launched in the near future. We indorse 
heartily the calling of the Jubilee Convention of the 
League to meet at Columbus, Ohio, in November next, 
and indorse their movement and their asking Congress 
to submit to the various states a vote on the amend- 
ment of the national constitution forever prohibiting 
the manufacture, sale, or importation of liquor in the 
United States and we. pledge to the movement our 
earnest endeavors to’ free the United States from 
liquor wi hin the next fifteen years. In the last few 
years science has taken up the study of alcohol and 
by its patient, rigid and exact methods of labratory, 
clinical and pathalogical research, has demonstrated 
that it is a narcotic, an anzsthetic and a stealthy as- 
sagsin of human life. 

It is the mortal enenay of peace and order, the de- 
spoiler of men, the terror of women, the cloud that . 
shadows the face of children, the demon that has dug 
more graves and sent more souls unsaved to judg- 
ment than all the pestilences that have wasted life 
since God sent the plagues to Egypt and all the wars 
since Joshua stood before Jericho. Therefore speak- 
ing from the standpoint of a Christian, it is a world 
problem; for to keep sober ourselves, may not be only 
a pagan virtue, but to help others to keep sober is 
surely a Christian virtue. If we believe that the liquor 
traffic is the universal ally of evil, the universal antag- 
onism of good, that it not only kills but degenerates 
mankind, that it strikes the crust from the lips of the 
starving child, that it enters the cottage and the most 
costly mansion, then, as Christians, saved by grace, 
we should be active indestroying this great destroyer. 
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We submit that it is our duty to assist the court, the 
grand jury the sheriffs and officers in stamping out of 
existence this most deadening and degenerating foe, 
that it is seeking as a prey the manhood of our coun- 
try. By law enforcement now, we have a death grap- 
ple on this monster. That we assist in proving that 
prohibition does prohibit. 

We endorse the work of the Anti-Saloon League in 
our state and in other states, the W.C. T, U: and all 
other organizations that are helping to eliminate the 
liquor traffic. “Eternal vigilance is the price of safe- 

-fy.” Letus *herefore see that every county is orga- 
nized into a fighting force so that we can secure to 
ourselves the best results of our past victories in the 
;way of prohi! ition in the state. 

Since the “ebb prohibition law has been passed by 
Congress, let us petition our next legislature to pass 
such laws as will prevent in this prohibition state of 
Mississippi, the iniquitous interstate liquor traffic and 
ask the Anti-Saloon League to push every measure 
through the riext legislature if possi -ie. 

We rejoice in the wonderful progress of prohibition 
in our state and in our country. We see in this pro- 
gress, the culmination of the teaching, the faith, the 
prayers, the labors and votes of a christian people 
and we recognize here the need for more faith, more 
_ prayers, more teaching and more la!ors, for there is 
still work for every Christian tu do in reverent devo- 
tion to God and in chivalrous love for his country and 
in blotting out this greatestevil.

; Report on Home Missions 


The oppressed of every nation today look to Ameri- 
. ca to show the way to better things. We have tried 


and know of a truth that righteousness exalteth a 
nation. But our best efforts ‘have been imperfect; 
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we also know that sin is a reproach toa nation. Of 
94,000,000 people in America, only 21,000,000 are mem. 
bers of any evangelical bodies. Of 31,000,000 people 
in the Southern Baptist Convention territory, fewer 
= 11,000,000 are members of any evangelical bod- 


There remains a large task of mission work in our 
territory. After all the successful efforts of Home 
and State Missions, scores of communities in many 
States do not hear the gospel message. There has 
come about in addition, a work of a new kind. Ithas 
to be found in the slums of the cities and sometimes 
along the fashionable boulevards, with the old task 
unfinished, many new ones are being added: that are 
more difficult. 

Southern Baptists are confronted with an immense 
task. of churches without resident pas- 
tors, with only once-a-month preaching, are finding 
themselves inadequately taught and trained to meet 
the pressing needs of today. 

“Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you”, we are beginning to see is as 
truly a part of the commission of our Lord as is evan 
gelizing the lost. Our Home Board is undertaking to 
help in this great work for the enlistment and strength- 
ening of our undeveloped churches. To strengthen 
our Board in this work is to Strengthen everything 
for which Baptists stand. 

_ Three thousand unhoused churches in our Conven- 
tion territory with thousands of others in buildings 
that are not adequate to their needs, mutely appeal 
for a large and hearty support to the Home Board i 
raising the Million Dollar Church Building Loan 
Fund. A million dollars is but adrop in the South- 
ern Baptist sea of wealth, We have money to burn 
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its garage, the gasoline its tank, but the Son of Man 
has not where to lay his head... The joy rider must 
be a though the joy of salvation be denied the 
needy. ' 

In the southwest, in Cuba, in Panama, among the 
Southern mountains, in destitute city places, in needy 
rural districts throughout the South and among the 
Indians, negroes and the foreigners, through evange- 
lism, church building work and enlistment endeavor, 
our Home Mission Board is today doing the greatest 
work of all its fruitful history. 

The following shows partially the splendid results 
of the work of our Home Mission Board in the fiscal 
year 1912-13... Workers employed, 6,601; Stations sup- 
plied, 3,291; Baptisms, 26,935; total additioris to church- 
es, 49039; churches constituted, 222; houses built or 
improved, 418; Sunday Schools organized,660. 

The Home Mission apportionment for the whole 
South is this year $431,750. The apportionment for 
state is $31,000, that for our association is $569.00. 
Every dollar of the apportionment will be needed, if 
the Board is to provide for even the most urgent ne- 
cessities in the various department of its work. 

There were 37 churches reported in the minutes of 
our last association. Twelve of this number gave 
nothing tu State Missions, 13 gave nothing to Home 
Missionsand 17 reported nothing for Foreign Missions. 
The churches of this association are asked to contri- 
bute $569.00 for Home Missions—about 16 cents per 
member. cpr 

1. Werecommend that our churches remember 
Home Missions during the year and give with more 
regularity to meet the constant needs of the Board. 

2. That pastors and workers urge churches to sub- 
scribe for the Home Field, the monthly Home Mission 
magazine and to make the largest use of the excellent 
Home Mission Tracts, which are free on application. 

3. That earnest prayer be made for the cause of 
Home Missions in all the churches and that our pas- 
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tors be requested to preach on this subject as often 
as practicable.

Report on Foreign Missions 
Our Foreign Mission Board reports a year of suc- 


__ cess and great progress on our foreign fields. A voice 
of confidence and triumph runs through the reports 


of our missjonaries. There is but one exception, and 
that is Mexico, where the unsettled conditions have 
hindered the work. In Brazil and China, the success 
of the work is great and opportunities marvelous. In 
‘Other fields it is moving along splendidly and the out- 
look brightens. From all around the world, the call 
of God’s voice and the progress of this great work 
and it’s large needs bids us go forward, shouting glad 
Hosanna’s to our King. A brief glance at what has 
been the effect of Foreign Mission work upon our peo- 
ple at home affords encouragement. The Board in 
its report to the Convention, speaking of what For 
eign Missions has done for us says: 

It has caused us to look after education here in the 
home land’ If you will but read the life of Luther 
Rice and what followed therefrom, and we can easily 
see how our people were brought to undertake educa- 
tional enterprises as. never before. They were made 
to see the necessity of training their sons and daugh- 
ters for Christian service, and to a great extent, our 
deep interest in education dated from Luther Rice’s 
return from India. 

The Baptist were awakened to the world-wide _re- 
sponsibilities and recognizing the great opportunities 
and obligations lying out before them. By this mis- 
sjon work they have been drawn closer together and 
to a greater liberality and they have grown in the 
grace of giving. The spirit of Him who said “Lay by 
in store and give on the first day of the week as you 
have prospered,” has moved with great power among 
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us. In the performance of duty, trying to save men’ 
on the other side of the world, and in this, our won- 
derful Savior has drawn closer to us. 

Surely we ought to rejoice in a work which brings 
to us such blessings, better education, union and ac- 
tivity which helps to save not only to the uttermost 
parts of the earth but us'and our children from a sel- 
fish and darkened life. . 

Another helpful feature of the work is a contrast 
between the statistics, say twenty years ago and those 
of the present day. Hear what the report says: 

“The great development of our work in recent years 
creates a heavy demand ‘which should be met by us. 
Let us here make a brief comparison with our work 
as reported twenty years ago'and this year. Then 
we had no medical missionary, only a native physi- 
cian on the fureign field. This year we have 13 med- 


_ ical missionaries, 7 hospitals, 9 dispensaries and our 


workers report 65,343 people treated. Then we had 
16 schools with 598 scholars. This year we report 
266 schools with 7,481 scholars. These include the 
Theological Seminaries with 222 students and 8 wo- 
men’s training schools with 191 scholars. In 1893 we 
had no publishing plant. Now we ‘have publishing 
plants and book houses that are turning out millions 
of pages of books, tracts, bibles and other periodicals. 
Then we had 178 missionaries and native workers on 
the fie'd; now we have 849. That year there were re- 
ported 383 baptisms and a total membership in our 
churches on the field of 2,923; this year, 4,532 baptisms 
and a membership of 27,545. That year the mission- 
aries reported #5,368.42 as contributed on the foreign 
fields; this year the missionaries report $86,473.70. 
All of this goes to show that we have left the day of 
small things and must come up to the great opportu- 
nities and responsibilities which God has placed upon 
us. os 

When we look back upon, our receipts for a few 
years, we see how wonderfully God has blessed us. 
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In 1873, the convention for the first time, had it’s con- 
tributions to go beyond #50,000 and the contributions 
this year amounts to 543,446. 

We have now about $900,000 in equipments in our ° 
different foreign fields. This consists of churches, 
schools, hospitals, publisting plants and homes for 


We hope and believe that in twenty years what we 
are doing now will be small in proportion to what will 
be done then. For this year, the Southern : Baptist 
Convention has asked that the churches raise *646,- 
300 for foreign missions. 

We recommend that all our churches earnestly con- 
sider the question of raising our mission funds in a 
systematic way so that the money can be sent’ for- 
ward all through the year, thus saving interest on bor- . 
rowed money and furnishing the Beard with a con- 
stant supply of contributions for carrying on the 
work. ;

God's approval of this work 
is shown by the following results: Number of pa- 
tients treated from Sept. 1912 to Sept. Ist, 1913: Pay 
patients, 196; charity patients, 26, total number treat- 
ed, 222; total number of deaths, 7.

- The report on Woman’s Work. was read by P. S. 
‘Shuttleworth, discussed by P. S. Shuttleworth: and

Dear Brothers and Sisters: . Allow me to submit the. — 
following report of the Woman’s Missionary Union. — 
Having been assigned this task, I do feel inefficient 
for the task, but will do my best. 

The Woman’s Missionary Union has reached its 
25th anniversary. Each succeeding vear, our sisters 
are making steady advances in their gifts to missions. 
Their persistence, study of missions and their insis- 
tence in regularity on giving are becoming prime fac- 
tors in our denominational progress. Their intelli- 
gence and enthusiasm are provoking our laymen to 
greater activity. It is gratifying to note the great 
work of missions is growing:in the conviction and. af- 
fection of our women, The call of the home land 
_ grows louder and sironger as they learn its signifi- 
cance for our own land and for the world. 

The Missionary Union celebrated this year its 25th 
anniversary by.“Jubilate” offering to our Million Dol- 
lar Building Fund and the Judson Centennial Fund of 
the Foreign Mission Board. These jubilate offerings 
are to be extra above the apportionment for current - 
“ support for Home and Foreign Missions. 

We are beginning ty see that the saved women are 
under the same obligations to do their best in the sal- 
vation of the world as the saved men. Men are be- 
ing led to higher grounds through the activity of the 
women. There is coming into our churches, a larger - 
outlook through woman’s activity. 

The offering of the tenth upon the altar of service 
for God is gaining favor among the women and thru 
them, the men are beginning to see the awful sin of 
coveteousness. They are.also studying the countries, 
the character of the people, the religious needs and 
possibilities of those for whom they are offering a 
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prayers and to whom they are sending the mission- 
aries. 

The women of Mississippi gave to Foreign Missions 
this year $5,641.43 and to Home Missions 4,007.60. 
For all purposes this year *36,242.90 Over $4,000.00 
more than last year. The work of the women can 
not be estimated in dollars and cents, their influence 
is much wider ‘

The report on Ministerial’ Consecration and Sup- |. 
port was read by W. A. McComb, spoken to by W.

God calls men to the definite work of the ministry. 
As‘a rule. the men entering the ministry are not en-, 
cumbered with much of this .world’s goods. Many - 
of them are not financially able to secure an education 
This necessitates the churches contributing to minis- 
terial education. There are now nearly one hundred 
young ministers in Mississippi College. Many of 
them will have to receive outside help in order to get . 
through College. Many of our young men ought to 
go to the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary for 
higher preparation when they finish College. The 
young minister of today cannot hope to meet the 
demands upon him without a liberal education. Con- 
ditions are changing and the demand is, growing for 
an educated ministry. | Education js not expected to 
take the place of consecration. There was never a 
time when a deeper consecration’ was needed than to- 
day. The changed condition of aflairs necessitates 
the pastors giving all their time to study and pastoral 
visiting. There is 4 growing need for a larger finan- 

, cial support to the pastor. We would therefore re- 
commend a more liberal financial and moral support _ 
be given our pastors. We would also recommend 
that loyal support be. given, our denominational 
schools, viz. Mississippi College at Clinton for boys 
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and the Woman's College at Hattiesburg for women. 
We would also commend the. Clarke Memorial Col- 
lege at Newton. . 

We further urge that loval support ‘be given to the 
Mississippi College endowment now being. raised by. 
brother W..A. McLomb. 

We would urge our churches to invite him or one 
of his helpers to visit them and present the endow- 
ment and that the members of the churches make a 
sacrifice if need be to help raise the $200,000.00, so 
that the College might secure the $100,00°.00 gilt 
from the General Educational Board of New York.

Orphanage 
The report on the Orphanage was read by DL. 
Brown, spoken to by D. L. Brown and H. M. Whitten 
and adopted as follows: ome 
The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage was founded 
_16 years ago in response to what clearly seems to 
have been a divine call. Many and pleading were 
the cries of homeless, helpless children ere this, but 
no denominational hand had been held out to help un- 
til Rev. L. S. Foster of Senatobia brought the matter 
of establishing an orphanage before the denominatic n. 
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Our people following the example of Mrs. Lou H. 
Moore, began to respond with their means, and soon 
the work of sheltering, feeding and clothing orphan 
children was commenced. In the 16 years, since the 
home was founded, about 600 children have received 
care and training for alonger'or shorter time. Of 
these mariy have gone out to build houses for them- 
selves, others to fill positions of usefulness; and at the 
present there are about 225 to 230, all the’ while, who 
must be fed and clothed and clothed for; usefulness. 
Brethren, these are our charges. Their cries are un-~ 
to God’s people. These are our Lord’s little ones, 
and Jesus said “In as much as Ye did it unto the 
least of these Ye did it unto me.” Our boatd of trus- 
tees, at its last meeting, authorized the purchase of 
additional lands, to which our larger boys are to be 
transferred for additional training, and larger useful- 
ness. Early in the spring a beautiful tract of 300 a- 
cres, 12 miles south of Jackson, one mile west of Flor- 
ence, was ptirchased at $15 per. acre. Our Superin- 
tendent and ten boys began farming operations soon 
after its purchase and they report a splendid crop. 
We are sure, that when properly developed, it will 
not only be self sustaining, but will be a source of in- 
come to our home in Jackson where our girls and 
smaller boys will continue to be cared for. Remem- 
ber that it cost $5.00 per month. to support one of 
these children in the orphanage, besides what is sent 
in, in the way of clothing etc. ,, We would recommend 
that each Sunday School'or chutch in the Association 
undeatake to support one of these children, contribut- 
ing reguiarly five dollars amonth. We would also 
urge that boxes of clothing of all kinds, especially 
sheets and pillow cases, towels, pins, needles, tablets, 
pencils, and good books of all kinds, be made up by 
our churches, Sunday Schools and L. A. S., and ship- 
ped to Rev. J. R. Carter, Jackson, Miss., putting the 
name of church or society on box. Let our people 
all rally to our orphanage, with our prayers and our 
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means, and God will bless us.

On whom does the responsibility of these 
5000 white children in Attala county rest for not be- 
longing to a Sunday school. 

4. Again, let us urge the 16 churches in this asso- 
ciation that have no Sunday schools to organize a 
Sunday school in every one of them, and all of us to 
enter upon a‘higher plane for the advancement of 
God’s cause and Kingdom here on earth.

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5. Therefore, we recommend and urge each church 
to undertake to have’ better teachers by having a 
teachers training course. We have now in the state 
of Mississippi nearly 2000 teachers holding diplomas 
in teacher’s training. We further recommend that 
we grade our schools. 

6. We urge all of our schools to observe special 
mission days suggested by our boards, and thereby 
elevate our people and develop them in the grace of
